Long Sought Water Con¬ 
servation Plan Is 
Revived By Board 


WASHINGTON -The President 
has been scanning a lot of 
candidates to head his rural elec¬ 
trification program, without much 
success. 

It is one of the toughest work 
relief berths he has to fill -chief¬ 
ly because both the farmers xnd 
the power companies have their 
expectations sky-high. 

The farmers are counting not 
only on .’rce transmission lines be¬ 
ing run into their homes plus tree 
lighting fixtures, but many of 
them are also counting on free 
current afterwards. 

The pm ate companies, on the 
other hand, are counting on taking 
over the lines after the govern¬ 
ment erects them, then charging 
the farmer their own set price. 

Farmers are going to have to 
pay for part of the construction 
of power lines in cash or in labor; 
while the government planes to 
curb the private companies, make 
them keen prices down. 

How far these planes will be 
carried out remains to be seen. So 
far they have not got beyond a 
very nebulous stage. And the 
chances are the $ 100,000.000 for 
rural electr.f cation will not be 
spent until aft-- 1 0".6.

WASHINGTON, May 2. UP) —■ 
Preparation to effect the immense 
work relief program went slowly 
ahead today, while incoming trains 
added to the "gold rush” complex¬ 
ion taken on by the capital since 
almost $5,000,000,000 was put in 
President Roosevelt’s hands. 

The influx of people arriving 
daily to help spend this appropria¬ 
tion is something to write home 
about. 

There are delegations of every 
kind. There are governors and 
mayors, county commissioners, 
state highway engineers, repre¬ 
sentatives of drainage and irriga¬ 
tion districts, delegates from 
chambers of commerce and lunch¬ 
eon clubs and just plain citizens 
representing nobody but them¬ 
selves—they are all converging on 
Washington these days with their 
eyes on the billions voted by con¬ 
gress for work relief. 

There hasn’t been a vacancy in 
a Washington hotel for weeks. 
Apartment houses have long wait¬ 
ing lists but not so long as the 
lint s in the reception room of fed¬ 
eral officials who may have some 
part in the expenditure of the 
work funds. 

The talk is in millions. A few 
hundred thousand—it seems—is 
barely worth mentioning, if at all. 

The delegations and individuals 
come with plans for their project 
in one hand and an introduction to 
to a representative or senator in 
the other.

WASHINGTON, May 2 UP)— 
After adopting a series of resolu¬ 
tions attacking virtually every 
phase of the new deal legislative 
program, the chamber of com¬ 
merce of the United States today 
selected as its new president Har¬ 
per Sibley, Rochester, N. Y., 
t anker, described by his associ¬ 
ates as somewhat critical of the 
administration policies. 

The new official, a personal 
friend of President Roosevelt, 
succeeds Henry I. Harriman, who 
headed the business organization 
for the past three years. He ad¬ 
vocated a middle-of-the-road pol¬ 
icy. 

In its concluding session, the 
chamber voted that the holding 
company legislation should "super 
impose” no federal body over 
state commissions; that the pro¬ 
posed federal reserve legislation 
would give rise to political domi¬ 
nation of the country’s banking 
system; that Is .i should be pure¬ 
ly voluntary; that the Wagner la¬ 
bor bill should be drastically 
changed. 

Ask Changes 

For the first time in the recol¬ 
lection of old attendants at the 
conventions, speakers from the 
floor asked changes in resolutions, 
apparently in the direction of 
making them even stronger. 

Selection as president of Har¬ 
per Sibley, a Rochester, N. Y., 
banker, described by his associ¬ 
ates as somewhat critical of new- 
deal policies was scheduled for 
this afternoon. 

Amid signs of hostility betv-een 
President Roosevelt and the 
chamber, Secretary Hull went be¬ 
fore the business men’s conven¬ 
tion today to attack what he call¬ 
ed “unscrupulous resistanee” to 
the Roosevelt program of lower- !

A step which may lead to 
construction of a dam on the 
Santa Ana river will be taken 
tomorrow when a project for 
flood control and water con¬ 
servation in Orange county 
will be submitted to PWA 
headquarters at Los Angeles.

Has Preferred Position 

The PWA has announced that 
it is receiving applications for 
funds. The Orange county project, 
estimated to cost approximately 
$11,000,000, is understood to have 
a preferred postion on a list of 
construction programs being con¬ 
sidered at Washington for possible 
aid under the new national works 
program of President Roosevelt. 

The local project, known as the 
Elliott plan because it is based on 
an engineering study made by the 
late G. A. Elliott of San Diego, in¬ 
cludes in addition to the Santa 
Ana river dam at Prado, works on 
smaller streams in the county. 

Construction of these works is 
regarded as of vital importance, 
both from the angle of water con¬ 
servation and flood control. Lead¬ 
ers of the county have been work¬ 
ing for years to bring the project 
to the construction stage.

16 KILLED IN QUAKE 

ISTANBUL, May2 
(AP) — Sixteen children 
were dead and 20 persons 
missing today after a vio¬ 
lent earthquake in the 
Kars district near Soviet 
Armenia. Preliminary re¬ 
ports indicated that at 
least 50 persons were seri- 
ously injured. 

Heavy damage was 
caused throughout the 
mountainous district. Re¬ 
lief agencies hastened to 
the aid of the stricken in¬ 
habitants at once. 


"We propose,” MacDonald told 
his audience, “to put. our power of 
defense into a state which will en¬ 
able our people to feel they are 
protected.”

"It is greatly to be deplored that 
at that moment the German gov¬ 
ernment announced its intention to 
impose conscription and to take 
immediate steps to raise its peace 
strength to 550,000 men. as well as 
to create a military air force.” 

Surprised at Germany 

MacDonald pointed out that the 
Anglo-French communique of Feb¬ 
ruary ii had contemplated a free¬ 
ly negotiated armaments pact 
with Germany and other powers to 
take the place of the military 

"If that could have been done 
clauses of the Versailles treaty." 
successfully,” said MacDonald, 
"the greater part of our immedi¬ 
ate European dangers would have 
disappeared. 

"I must express surprise that 
this moment has been chosen by i 
Germany to announce a shipbuild¬ 
ing program, especially the build-1 
ing of submarines." 

Affirming a common front with 
Italy and France, the Prime Min¬ 
ister asked; "Will not Germany 
now come home and show her 
readiness to help restore the in¬ 
ternational confidence so rudely 
shaken by her recent action?”

WASHINGTON, May 2. UPi A 
powerful bi-partisan coalition in 
the senate finance committee 
today rejected all amendments to 
the resolution extending NRA 
until next April 1, and voted, 
13 to 4, to report it favorably to 
the senate. 

Attempts to give the blue eagle 
another year of life, to extend its 
control further into intrastate 
commerce and to eliminate pro¬ 
duction control provisions were re¬ 
jected by the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority determined to push the 
plan through in its agreed-upon 
form. 

Chairman Harrison planned to 
submit the report to the senate 
within the next day or two so the 
continuing resolution ran be taken 
up by the senate after the pend¬ 
ing bonus issue is out of the way. 

As finally approved by the com¬ 
mittee, the resolution would ex¬ 
tend the existing recovery law 
until April 1 with its control 
eliminated intrastate business and 
price fixing except in mineral 
natural resources industries. 

Senator Couzens (R., Mich.,) 
sought to amend the resolution to 
eliminate production control as 
well as price fixing but he was de¬ 
feated without a record vote. 

Senator Black (D., Ala.,) then 
tried to eliminate all price fixing, 
including the mineral natural re¬ 
source industries, but was beaten, 

13 to 4. The Alabama senator 
promptly moved to limit profits 
and salaries where price fixing 
was permitted, bet went down, 

14 to 1.

Two months ago she was, re¬ 
ported to have won $50,000 in the 
Irish sweepstakes. Attorneys for 
the J. E. Walter company of An¬ 
aheim got busy in an attempt to 
collect its old judgment of $5,- 
200.34. For a time their efforts 
were blocked. But today Harry 
Westover, counsel for the firm, an¬ 
nounced that it had spent $312 so 
it could qualify for another at¬ 
tempt at securing part of the 
$50,000. 

The story really began on De¬ 
cember 18. 1924, when Mrs. Ath¬ 
erton and her husband executed 
a $4700 promissory note to the 
Walter concern, which dealt in 
farm implements, according to its 
original court complaint. The 
Athertons then lived at Buena 
Park. The note was not paid when 
it matured one year later, the 
complaint declared. 

The Walter company has had its 
own troubles. It was suspended j 
in 1927 for failure to pay its state ! 
license tax. But its directors came 
into court in 1933 and had new 
life injected into their old judg¬ 
ment. Several weeks ago Super¬ 
ior Judge G. K. Scovel set aside 
this stimulating proceeding. The 
judgment was, in effect, outlawed. 

By paying its $312 in state li¬ 
cense fees, the company now has 
another chance at collecting, ac¬ 
cording to Westover. The firm 
will seek tomorrow to have the 
execution of the judgment revived. 
Westover contends that this can be 
done because the firm now has the 
right to launch actions in court as 
a result of its reinstatement.

Reports Measles 
Still Active 

The map of Orange county, fig¬ 
uratively speaking, still has a con¬ 
siderable number of measles out¬ 
breaks in evidence, it was stated 
today by Dr. K. H. Sutherland, 
county health officer. 

■ There are 300 active cases in the 
county today, many of them in the 
vicinity of Fullerton and Buena 
Park, while parts of Santa Ana 
and Orange are still subjected to 
the measles craze. Since January 
1 there have been 2270 cases re¬ 
ported in the county. 

Dr. Sutherland said it will be 
several months before the malady 
is completely worked out of the 
county's system, 


Norweigian Freighter 
Total Loss Grounding 

SYDNEY, N. S., May 2. (A 5 ) — 
Torn by jagged rocks, the Nor¬ 
wegian freighter Jan was a total 
loss today after grounding on the 
Cape Breton coast. 

A great barrier of ice forced the 
1310-ton steamship close to land 
yesterday and the vessel ran 
against Grade’s Point, on the 
island’s south side. 

Twenty-two of the Jan’s crew 
escaped to land immediately. Capt. 
Hefthammer joined his men 
ashore only after hope of salvag¬ 
ing the vessel was abandoned. 


TOKYO, May 2. UPi Dispatches 
to the Rengo (Japanese) news 
agency fiom Kirin, Manchoukuo, 
today, said 100 Chinese brigands 
attacked a passenger train on the 
new Japanese-built trunkline be¬ 
tween Hsinking and North Kirean 
ports, slaying five train guards, 
injuring 14 passengers and carry¬ 
ing off a dozen hostages. 

The bandits were said to have 
left 13 of their own dead behind 
when they fled after the arrival of 
Japanese troops. 

A majority of the casualties on 
board the train were Japanese. 


SUGAR CHECK 

One day last week, six gentle¬ 
men from Hawaii left town with 
a government check for $6,000,000 
in their portfolio. 

It represented the biggest crop 
benefit payment made by the gov 
ernment in a lump sum, and was 
paid to the trustees of the Hawai¬ 
ian sugar growers 

Though both sides kept the mat¬ 
ter extremely quiet, there was 
nothing phoney about the deal. 

More than a year ago, Hawai¬ 
ian sugar growers sued the AAA 
for discrimination in fixing their 
sugar quota. Only 59,000 tons 
was involved. The main thing was 
that Hawaii, although a part u r 
the United States, was ranked in 
the same category as the depend¬ 
ent possessions of Puerto Rico and 
the Philippines. 

This the Hawaiians couidn t 
swallow. 

So they sued in the District of 
Columbia courts, lost, prepared to 
appeal to the supreme court. Then ' 
the AAA offered to setLle. Set¬ 
tlement included a quota increase 
of 59,000 tons plus the release of 
processing taxes already paid by 
Hawaii. 

These amounted to $8,000.00o, 
the check finally paid last week.

Wires in Manila 

MANILA, May 2. UP)— Detach¬ 
ments of Philippine constabulary 
were dispatched tonight to points 
north and south of Manila where 
telephone and telegraph wires 
were cut, assertedly by opponents 
of ratification of the constitution 
of the proposed commonwealth 
government. Officials blamed 
Sakcjalistas, an extremist group 
which is antagonistic to ratifica¬ 
tion at a Plebiscite to be held 
May 14.

TAIHOKU, Formosa, May 2, ( JP) 
A romantic quest for adventure 
and sunken treasure in the south 
seas had brought a youthful 
former United States naval lieu¬ 
tenant and two companions today 
to a dismal jail cell in the For¬ 
mosan port of Taito. 

The three adventurers, William 
Shinn Gates, 28-year-old resident 
of Lancaster, Pa.; H. G. Wrede, 
a German, and Gene Roubin, a 
Russian, were held for investiga¬ 
tion under grave suspicion of 
espionage. 

Against Gates the Japanese 
srvpicfons were particularly 
aroused because his United 
States passport, other papers 
and own statements disclosed 
him to be a graduate from the 
United States naval academy at 
Annapolis in 1939 and a lieuten¬ 
ant on the retired list for the 
past 30 months. 

The trio embarked from Shang¬ 
hai April 2 on the Flying Dutch¬ 
man, a 30-foot German ketch. 

Before they set sail, Gates told 
newspapermen: 

"Our first port of call will be 
the north roast of Formosa, 
where we will take on supplies. 
From there we will go to the 
Babuyan islands, north of Luzon, 
where it is reported there are 
20 women to every man. 

“We expect to remain long 
enough to verify this before re¬ 
suming our voyage through the 
Philippines and New Guinea to 
Amoda, Australia and Africa.”

Capistrano Mission 

The good Fathers of the old mis¬ 
sion at San Juan Capistrano here, 
today sought a solution to a dis¬ 
covery made yesterday. 

A workman digging a conduit 
struck a hard substance and found 
what appeared to be a drain built 
100 years or more ago Parallel 
trenches were dug, and more ma¬ 
sonry was found. Ramon Yorba, 
who began his work as a laborer 
at the mission 69 years ago, was 
unable to explain the find. 

T. E. tephenson, head of the

NEW YORK, May 2. UP)—The 
silver boom seemed somewhat tar¬ 
nished today and bullish sentiment 
in the stock exciiange and other 
speculative markets was damp¬ 
ened. 

The slump in London silver 
prices pulled down non-ferrous 
metal shares and much of the rest 
of the industrial share list sagged 
with them, despite isolated 
strength in Chrysler and a few 
others, and comparative steadiness 
in rails and utilities. Grains 
sagged in Chicago, and in New 
York cotton, sugar and rubber 
futures were off a little. The dol¬ 
lar was firm in foreign exchange 
dealings. The bond market was 
somewhat mixed. 

Chrysler, responding to its ex¬ 
tra dividend of 25 cents and favor¬ 
able first quarter earnings, rose 2 
points in active dealings, but Gen¬ 
eral Motors was held back by the 
shutdown of plants resulting from 
the Toledo labor controversy. Such 
non-ferrous metals as Cerro de 
Pasco, U. S. Smelting and Howe 
Sound dropped a point or two, and 
American Smelting and Anaconda 
were off fractions. 

Industrials losing 1 to 2 points 
included Eastman. Allied Chemi¬ 
cal and Coca Cola, while U. S. 
Steel, Case, Johns-Manville, and 
several others lost fractions. 
American Telephone was a firm 
spot, up a point, and Pullman and 
Westinghouse Electric registered 
similar gains.

A hole cut through the floor of 
a clos.-t in the house where J. W. 
Gardner lived until last DecemDer 
1, while doing ranch work for L. 
Lindauer, La Habra farmer, is ex¬ 
pected to figure in trial of a suit 
for wages which Gardner has filed 
against his former employer. 

According to cross complaint 
filed in superior court, Gardner 
cut the hole through the floor and 
excavated soil from under founda¬ 
tions of the house. The purpose 
of the probing was not stated in 
the cross complaint, but details of 
the story may be brought out 
when the case comes to trial. At 
any rate, Lindauer has asked for 
$153 in damages from Gardner. 

Gardner claims in his complaint 
that Lindauer owes him $512.92 in 
unpaid wages for work done be¬ 
tween October 1, 1931, and De¬ 
cember 1, 1934. Lindauer's answer 
claims that he paid Gardner in 
full last November 30, and that at 
that time Gardner agreed that he 
had got all his wages. 

Trial of the case was scheduled 
for superior court this week. But 
according to Col. M. B. Welling¬ 
ton, representing Lindauer, he and 
Lloyd S. Verry, Fullerton, attorney 
for Gardner, have agreed that the 
matter may be heard in Justice of 
the Peace K. E. Morrison’s court 
because the amount involved is 
not high enough to give the su¬ 
perior court jurisdiction. The case 
has not yet been set for trial in 
the lower court.

The communistic creed is as strange in 
our American atmosphere as the folk ways of the Eskimos 
—and as out of place. The other minority groups stress 
lop-sided notions and forget broad national needs. 

The Journal declares itself independent of them all as 
parties. We’ll applaud and support from time to time the 
leader, whatever his tag, who comes before the people sin¬ 
cerely with the best American program and who demon¬ 
strates ability to carry out his promises. 

The reds, organized and unorganized? We don’t like 
their methods and proposals. And that goes, too, for other 
extremists. We don’t like the Hitlers, be they German 
reichfuerter himself or American imitators and would-bes. 
We don’t like witch burners. 

We don’t like war profiteers, war glorifiers, war pro¬ 
moters or war apologists. 

We don’t like demagogues. 

We don’t like candidates who are full of promises and 
bombast and short on daily service in their respective jobs. 

We DO like the patience, tolerance, good nature and 
American common sense which we discover in about 95 
per cent of our fellow citizens. It is a marvel to us how 
they retain these qualities under the grind of the condi¬ 
tions we all have faced in recent years. But they go cheerily 
on, electing, by and large, good representative men to 
office; carrying on constructive civic work through cham¬ 
bers of commerce, service clubs, women’s organizations and 
the like; educating their children in first-class California 
schools; doing acceptably their respective individual jobs 
day by day; passing along a word of cheer and friendship; 
to those they pass on the road; and—collectively—building 1 
here in Orange county a grand community, throughout Cali¬ 
fornia a wonderful state, and contributing a full share to 
the welfare of an United States that is, in the opinion of us 
Journalites, a tolerably satisfactory country, after all. 

MILK CAPS AND WHISKERS 

T HE very beautiful and enterprising city of Orange re¬ 
freshed several thousands of Orange county persons yes¬ 
terday when it played host at its annual May day fete. To 
the man on the street who watches the parade such enter¬ 
prises are colorful and interesting but not so significant as 
they are to the man “on the committee.” To him and to 
business men who have made the affair possible by contri¬ 
butions, the frolic means long hours of hard work, anxiety 
and heavy responsibility.

And 
we marvel at some of the whiskers that can be grown in 
Southern California and we shiver to think that some good 
but unfortunate man might be ducked because he couldn't 
grow any at all. 

We were a bit more serene and not half so worried 
about the future after we returned from the Orange frolic 
yesterday. 

Good work, neighbors; do it again.

tion needed by the usual expectant 
mother. If some of you think it 
strange that the same facts must 
be repeated continually about any¬ 
thing so common as new babies, 
you have only lo remember that 
they are arriving at the rate of 
several every minute of every day 
and many of the mothers arc quite 
as new at the job of preparing for 
them as the babies are inexper¬ 
ienced in getting here. 

Some of the most pertinent facts 
connected with this all-important 
project are the topics of the print¬ 
ed leaflets put out by the Child 
Health Centers. Motherhood is a 
perfectly natural process, and ex¬ 
cept for adverse external obstruc¬ 
tions, should be entirely safe. 

Many women pass through this 
experience in great concern be¬ 
cause they have been told that 
they should not have children and 
might even find the process fatal. 
This is a serious mistake. All the 
necessary examinatior.3 and prepa¬ 
rations should be arranged for well 
in advance. If the mother’s condi¬ 
tion is not altogether favorable 
nothing is gained by adding fore¬ 
boding to the general negve strain. 
A reasonable amount of distress 
naturally accompanies the progress 
of the child. 


Among the many national proj¬ 
ects that have succeeded is the 
matter of Child Health. There are 

E i now a great num- 

t i o n s, Councils, 
and Centers, and 
May 1st is offi- 
iaily designated 
1 as Child Health 
Day. It makes a 
pivotal point 
about which to 
group definite 
Dr. Chrisman educational pro¬ 
grams for the welfare of the 
child's health. 

By means of public lectures, 
exhibits, surveys, and the distribu¬ 
tion of helpful literature, a marked 
improvement is now being noted in 
the incidence of infant and mater¬ 
nity statistics. These efforts began 
more than a decade ago and have 
been promoted especially in the 
cities, though the less frequent 
programs in the small town and 
even moi'e isolated groups have 
been quite as profitable in results. 

The most difficult part of the 
entire Child Health program has 
probably lain in the effort to prove 
that the child's well-being through 
life depends largely on his care 
during the months preceding his 
entry into the world. The efforts 
along this line are being repaid.
